Miss Dunlap’s Arrest Didnt 
Clear Poisoned Oandy 
Mystery. 


TUSTICE SOON RELEASED HER 


DECLARED STATE HADN’T SHOWN 
ANY MOTIVE. 


Defendant Was Accused of Giving Doc- 
tored Confections to Her Friend 
and Causing Her Death 
With Them. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALEDO, Ill., Sept. 11.—The discharge of 
Miss Tena Dunlap, the young girl who was 
accused of giving poisoned candy to her 
friend, Miss Anna Dool, and causing her 
death, has not discouraged the state's ef- 
forts to solve the murder mystery. 

State’s Attorney Graham saya the case 
will not be dropped, though he is not pre- 
pared to say whether he will cause rear- 
rest and rehearing before another justice 
or await the meeting of the grandjury. 

Miss Dunlap bore up remarkably well 
under the gtrain of her situation until last 
night. whén she suffered a colla 

Miss Dunlap was taken before Justice Ww. 
D. Emerson immediately after her arrest. 
Her. attorneys,. however, ask for a 
change of venua, and the case was taken 
to Justice Doughty

state began at 10:3 and continued unt!! 
5:30 that evening, when State's Attorne 
Ww. J. Graham announced the state resten 
its case.

followed her eating® some candy 
by Miss Dun'ap; that the remainder of the 
plece of candy of which Miss Doo] had 
eaten contained strychnine in considerable 
quantities: that the walls and contents of 
the stomach contained stfychnine, and that 
the defendant had boueht strvchnine three 
or four days before the poisoning. 

The presence of stryehnine in the stom- 
ach walls and its contents was testified to 
by Dr. J. A. Patton, professor of chemis- 
try in Rush Medical College of ey pars 
though he had not made a quantitative 
analysis to ascertain whether or not there 
was enough strychnine to have caused 
Miss Dool's death. . 

The state made no effort to show motive 
for the deed, Poclt tt tx reserving that 
until the trial itself, if there is a motive 
to be shown.

louls by the Post-Dispatch of that city 
is promptly followed by the starting of 2 
public fund by that age to defray the

The story told in the W orld coday of this 
“combine” in the St. Louis House of Del +" 
gutes, by which its members were to div de 
$75,000 paid by the franchise buying rep e& 
sentative of the Suburban Ratlway Co., is 
one ef the most «astounding in the nistory 
vf civic corruption. 

It recalls very forcibly the similar con- 
spiracy on our board of ‘boodle aldermen’ 
in 1884 for extorting a bribe for the Broad- 
way franchise. As the World, constituting 
itself a “handmaid of justice,” led jn the 
exposure . of that conspiracy and in the 
punishment of the boodlers ‘and bribers 
so now the Post-Dispatch, under the 
same management, and inspired by the 
same motive, has gone to the bottom of 
this corruption, brought back from his safe 
refuge in Mexico, by its own initiative and 
unaided efforts, the fugitive agent of the 

“combine” and “secured his testimony in 
a full confession before the grandjury. 

Upon this testimony warrants were Is- 
sued for the arrests of 18 members and 
ex-members of the House of Delegates, 
ard nine of them were at once taken into 
custody. The revelations in the Post- 
Dispatch created a profound sensation in 
the city, and it will have no difficulty in 
raising an adequate sum for the pfrosecu- 
tion of the criminals. 

This is not the first, nor will it be the 
last, conspicuous service of that newspaper 
allied with the World in the cause of good 
government and public justice.

The confession of Murrell. the St. Louls 
boodler, would be interesting if !t had a

the present corruption. Only the most 
thorough, far-reaching measures will suf- 
fice, and they demand an active and ener- 
getic support among the people, for a half 
century of tolerance has encouraged cor- 
ruption till it has become a custom sanc- 
tioned apparently by the public acqules- 
cence. “We did nof look upon what we 
aid as a serious crime,"’ said Murrell. “1! 
did not realize the enermity of the offense. 
My conscience was seared in that re- 
gard.”’ This reveals an appalling state 
of affairs, and it should quicken the pub- 
lic conscience.
